UJiaCfROT t Ths main reason for the nesting was to pass the CALLIKAK 
on Subject* Of interest were a conversation in which Subject told "Felix" 
tiiat they were no longer working for UPHILL and their apparent lack of concern 
over, this and secondly, a call In which Subject tries to find out where he can 
t>uy>a paper-shredder.

1 . The first ease discussed vas the ease of Dr. Gxienther Prey. The 
following points were covered: 

a. I told Fleming that Prey had been arrested by the Italians and 
briefed him in general terms on thet background of the case. Specific points 
mentioned were Prey's relationship with ffennerstrom, his previous contact with 
known RU officers in Holland, his strange behavior in Switzerland and Stockholm, 
and our strong suspicion that he Is an active RIS agent. I also mentioned that 
the Interrogation of Prey Is not making much progress and that we badly need 
ammunition for the Interrogation offlceirs. In this context I showed him a copy 
of oiir Blue Ho. 29187, frtilch had previously been passed to @Juergen by Heale 
and which Fleming said he had already seen. I also passed him a copy of our 
Blue Ho. 29333 for UPHILL retention. 

b. Hext I described In general terms ICUBARK's role as broker In 
this ease, and explained that we had assumed the role only because the Swedish 
State Security Police did not themselves have the facilities or foreign liaison 
necessary to broker a case with such wide ramifications. I edso remarked (in 
the hope of provoking a response), that our Job as broker was not an easy one 
and had caused a tremendous volume of cable traffic and some frayed ten^iers 
between the KUBARK stations Involved, Fleming replied that the responsible 

I UPHILL officers had at first not clearly understood oxir role in 1 he case emd 
ihad been a little miffed abotit It, but that this misunderstanding had already 
been cleared up. 

c. I then switched the conveirsatloa to Prey's home In Uttlng and 
said ve very much desired to conduct a thorou^ search of it but that It was 
lunllkely this could be arranged legally through the Bf 7 , He were therefore 
'exploring the possibility of conducting a clandestine search, and. I asked what 
uphill's capabilities were In this field. Flemleg replied that UPHILL did not 
have such a capability and reminded me that during the UJDROHSI case UPHILL 

had iwA to rqque st a ssistance of this type from us. Without saying so directly, 
he lBg>llcd t^t UPHILL would also be very reluctant to get Involved in such an 
endeavor, 

I d. Finally, I asked if UPHILL was coordinating with the BfV on the 

case. Fleming said no; however, he later remarked that he knew the BfV had been 
able to supply more data on the case than had UPHILL, so It would seem that 
some coordination actually has taken place. Fleming had not previously heard 
of Prey's arrest, so it Is clear that there has been no coordination in depth 
or recently, and I assume this is what Fleming had in mind when answering my 
question. Fleming asked if I thought it woiad be a good Idea for UPHILL to get 
together with the BfV on the case, and after some reflection I said I would 
suggest his doing so. Since the BfV and the ASBW have passed us Information on 
a number of people who have apparently not been traced with UPHILL, it seemed 





possible to me that UPHILL ml^t be able to contribute something of value, and 
that the best way to affect this was for the German services. $p get together, 
Flemtikld he would send a cable to the BfV on 5 September Stating we' 

had informed UPHILL of Prey»s arrest, and offering to cooperate In any way 
UPHILL, could In pushing the Investigation. 

.X - 2. Josef Eartmannsgruber was the next ease discussed, and Fleming said 
he had deterfitiied that the letters Eartmannsgruber wrote to East Berlin had 
been sent with the approval of his UPHILL superior, While this cleared 
HartmannBgniber of suspicion, Fleming said that the Idea of writing the letters 
had been completely Idiotic since Hartmannsgruber was blown to the KFS and hls 
letters were wi^tten In such a naive manner that they woaldn*t have deceived 
any one about hls Intentions. Gratuitously he added that I would see many 
exBsples of such stupidity In my work with hls organization. I asked If he 
had any comment on the previous listing of Hartmannsgmber's address by the 
German Soviet Friendship Society and Fleming In surprise said that be had 
not heard about that. Ss said he would check and let me know. 

X 3, Fleming said that In the zj case the Letter from VlUl Walter 
to Dr. Josef Dreacher had been identj^ed as one mailed at UPHILL'S direction. 

I didn't know the background of the case so Fleming suggeeted I pass the In- 
formation on to Schrieves. Fleming had nothing new to report on the C, 
case except that UPHILL is planning another LCFLUTTB^ .This one hopefully to 
' be accompanied by at least a mild interrogation. 

,:4. I passed Fleming copies of pur Blue Ho, 29317 on fnu Jagusch and 
our Blue Ho, 29153 on the survelliance of ®regor*8 daughter In Berlin. A 
short conversation on the case follow^ without anything new COTalng out of It. 

.7 5. I said I bad recently scanned a couple of g llsc hke's intercepts and 
had deduced from this that UPHILL was trying to find nev^obs for some of their 
, employees In private firms, I ahked if this was part of a 70I program, and 
Fleming answered, "yes, indeed" and that UPHILL has been, pushing a 701 program 
for some time. The wogram Is designed to eliminate people who have comnlted 
sectirlty lnfractlocs( falsification of PRQ data Is the most frequent dereliction^ 
but are not suspected of active disloyalty. Many of the people eliminated sure 
transferred to other government offices where they have no access to cilasslfled 
I Information. The most serious cases are either helped or advised to find em- 
ployment In private firms. and warned not to apply again for govenunent employ- 
ment. 



Fleming passed me hls Blue Ho, lGO/63 (attached), and I said I would 
try to Identify the occupants of the Am Con» Lib vehicle. Fleming then des- 
detail G^or's repeated visits to the forest near Dachau and 
UPHILL’S thus far vain attcB^ts to determine what he does there. 



Jlx. asking Fleming about surveillance assets and he 
replied that UPHILL has a well-trained team made up of fully cleeired staff 
en5>loyees. The team la led by a retired Krlmlnal Sekretaer and Is fully 

equipped with vehicles, communications gear, etc. The team Is used only on 
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staff security cases and Its existence Is a tightly held secret vltlv^DPHILL. 
Only Fleming, ®emhardt and §Fronhoff are allowed to contiwl; Jhe ,team. 

^ 8. Fleming next passed his Blue 99/^3 which requests us to ask the 
Butch to Initiate an iUTestlgatlon of Jacob Figee. Since I did not know the 
background of the case, Fleming explained that Figee and his wife had been 
tentatively Identified as the two people BoUa and wife met In Holland at 
Easter, 195^. We previously asked for traces on Figee from the Botch In 
UPHILL’S behalf and received negative replies. Fleming now requested us to 
I ask the Butch to Initiate a more detailed investigation of ^gee. He said 
I he had no objection to our revealing to the Butch, as reason for the In- 
vestigation, that Figee was suspect^of being In conteu:t with a known Polish 
IS agent. If the Butch could come with scmie evidence that Figee was also 
a Polish agent, Fleming hoped It might provide an opening for a renewed UPHILL 
Investigation of the Bull as. The only things Fleming asked me not to reveal 
to the Butch was the fa^ that we were requesting the Investigation on behalf 
of UPHILL and that em UFHIIX staffer was Involved. I said I would check the 
background of the case and If at all possible would relay his request to the 
Butch In the form he wanted. 

9. Fleming returned to me the tape of a telephone Intercept In 
Esperanto. He said that Fronhoff, despite his study of Esperanto, was unable 
to xmderstand the tape and he asked If we had anyone in our office who knew 
Esperanto and could make a transcript. I said I would check and let him know. 

10. Nothing else of a business nature was discussed and the last 
moments of the meeting were passed in iwrsonal conversation. Fleming was 
frank and friendly throughout the meeting emd I was interested to see that 

hls general low opinion of UPHILL and revulsion at recent German history, which 
jC_ frequently camnented on, are gradually creeping into his remarks to 

Ime. All In all I am much Impressed with Fleming and am looking forward to some 
productive work with him.

I UPHILL survelllanoe team was BHENEEL's curious behavior one evening in the 
I ' bar of the |Wuerteaberger Hof.

I a recognition slgzial, and sat back apparently expecting someone to join him.

7. The Information about the Russian officer should eo^>el BRENECL, If 
he. Is a hostile agent, to hake an emergency contact with his haiidllng officer. 
iTP WTTJ. therefore plans to watch him veiy carefully Friday afternoon In the 
office, and pick him up with a surveillance team when he leaves. The most 
critical jperiod Is from Prldsy noon to Saturday noon, tdien BHENISL's surveillance/ 
guwl team will depart for Vienna. However, UPHILL will continue the survelUqnoe 
until 1800 Saturday when BRENIGL will be told that the Russian officer is not 
coming and the operation is off.

PLEMNO asked If we 
would give GREGOR 's telephone speoial coverage from Friday, 1'^ September to 
Monday, I6 September. GREGOR is taking his wife and possibly a friend so there 
may be something in his telephone coverage Indicating his exact time of departure. 
While GREQOR's vacation begins on Friday, FLEMINO doesn't expect him to leave 
onl|that date dlnce he is superstitious and very unlikely to start a trip on 
Friday the 'thirteenth. That means that .if he wants to get to a Swiss bank 
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on Saturday he will have to leave here very esirly (oot later than 0630) on

I 1, The meeting was at Fleming *s request. After he arrived I poured him 
coffee and we spent a few moments talking about Interior decorating before 
turning to business. Then I brought up the case of Gerhard Ferdinand KULIACK, 

|the U.S. citizen who lives near DTILITI and whom UTILITr suspects of spying on 
him, I assured Fleming again that our checks on KuUack had not turned up any 
levidence whatsoever of AIS connections. Fleming seemed to accept this. Then 
I mentioned that our files contained no information on Kullack's employers and" 
associates and asked If Fleming could supply any data on this. Fleming said he 
would see what he could do.

I 2. Next I peiased Fleming our Blue No, 29391^ which asked for information 
on the Bundesgrenzschutz monitoring of a hostile rsidlo set in Dachau, This 
provoked the following conaaentB from Fleming; The BGS has thz^e fixed stations 
(at Kiel, Rosenheim and Bonn) for monitoring agent radios. In 1955 they first 
picked up an agent radio in the general area of Dachau. However, becaxise of 
the radio’s distance from the three monitoring stations, the BGS could not locate 
It more . closely than in an area about 30 to 40 miles square north of Munich. The 
agent who used this radio was in two-way contact with a station neeu: East Berlin 
and also received OWVL messages. The BGS determined that the OWVL messages were 
coming to this particular agent when one of his messages, using the same call 
sign, was sent to him throu^ both OWVL and clandestine radio. About i 960 the 
^ent got a mechanical (l assume squirt) transmitter, and since that time the 
BGS, despite their use of mobile equipment, has found it very difficult to DF him. 
T^ey have pinpointed him at times at places as far different from each other as 
Dachau, Tutzlng, Fuerstenfeldbruck and SoUn, The last message they Intercepted 
was about April or May of this year, Fleming does not know definitely, but sus- 
pects that this agent radio may. be Involved in the ®regor case, since Gregor 
spends so much of his free time in the Dachau area. 

3 . Fleming said he could not say definitely that the Dachau radio was not 
identical with the AIS radio DF-ed at Solln, but that he did not believe the two 
radios were identical, I thought that Fleming, at this point, would repeat his 
request- for information on AIS agent transmissions, but he did not do so and I 
didn’t raise the matter either. Fleming agreed to pull together all available 
information on the OWVL traffic sent to the Dachau agent in order to help us 
identify the hostile service handling him, 

4. I passed Fleming our Blue No, 29368 -which requested traces on a number 

of persona listed in Dr. Gimther Prey’s correspondence, Fleming promised to trace 
the names soonest and asked how the Prey case was coming. I told him not very- 
good. • . 



I 5.1 passed Fleming our Blue No. 2936? which contains a no-trace reply on 
Herbert Gorecky. Fleming said thanks. He passed me his. Blue IO 5/63 which con- 
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tains additional infonnation on Gorecky and asked for CATHIlCC^^nd^ Berlin 
checks ‘on him, I agreed to procure them, ■ 

6 , Fleming mentioned the recent arrest of Georges Paquee, a French press 
officer in HA.TO, and asked If this was due to AFLABLE information. He added that 
the Faques case had been discussed by several CATIDE officers that morning and 
everyone was very Interested in knowing if AELADLE was the person who put the ^ 
■flTiger ion Paques, since this would establish AELADLE *s bona f ides , in CATIDE eyes 
and lead to a re-eved.uatlon of the information he had given CATIDE. In accordance , 
with Headquarters Instructions, I said I didn't know anything more about the case 
than I read In the newspapers . I plan to write a teletape to Headquarters asking 
for permission to tell Fleming that AELADLE was responsible, 

7, Fleming said that according to CATIDE files, Hans Krotkl, the AJCOMUB* 

en^loyee whose ear was seen near Gregor' s, has a police record. Fleming asked ; ' 

if I had any objections to CATIDE 's tracing Krotkl with the Krlpo to get details 

of the record. I told him to go ahead; Krotkl Is a German citizen and there is 
no reason why a German organization could not pull his police file if they want 
to. \ . I 

8 , Fle^ng passed roe his Blue IO 6/63 which forwarded five copies of Attach- 
ments B and C to -the previous CATIDE study on the UJDROWSY case. Among other 
things, the Attachments contain considerable data on the KGB officers who ran 
the case. I will dispatch the Attachments to the recipients of the previous 
UJDROVSY report, 

9 , Fleming passed me his Blue 104/63 and IO 9/63 which requested termination 
of CAI1.TKAK coverage on Kllian Rupprecht . WlUl L ltzenberg . Otto Kunze and Alfred 
Wenzel; In a handwritten note he requested termination of CALLIKAK on Alex 
Mirau, Oskar Staebel and Hartmann Lauterbacher .

^10. Fleming passed me his Blue UO/ 63 , which contained information on Paul 
Heinz Brendel's intelligence background and requested additional information 
from the AIS service which prevloxisly en^loyed him, I told Fleming we would do s 
what we could but that he shouldn't expect much since not many files were kept ' 
in the days immediately after the war and many of those have since been destroyed. 

""7^11. Fleming passed me his Blue IO 7/63 which requested traces on Osman Omef ' 
and Achum Jultschy, two Tartar deserters from the Soviet army who now live in 
Munich,- Omer's shop was recently visited twice by Gregor, and Jultschy has been 
accused of having treasonable connections, I said I would get the traces as sopn 
as I could,

12, That completed the business discussion and ,we chatted on personal topics 
for the next I 5 or 20 minutes. Fleming was as agreeable as ever but in rather poor 
spirits since his wife had had her third miscarriage only a few days previously and ! 
was still In the hospital. The doctors have forbidden her to try for any more j I 
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children and this will mean a childless marriage which is npJi.^O'tbe, ULkin© of 
either of them. As soon as Plemlng's wife recovers, we plan to get together
